JANUARY  UNIFORM  FRICE  $3.99 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $3.99  for  January  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte ,  Indiana,  milk  order. 

The  uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3-5  percent,  and  will  be 
adjusted  by  a  differential  of  7,1  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  b£&t  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  i^|#ubj’ect  to 
a  3  cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the 
authorized  hauling  charges  and  the  3  percent  transportation  tax  on  the  hauling. 

RECOMMENDED  DECISION  ON  PROPOSED 
AMENDMENTS  TO  ORDER  NO.  67 

On  February  6,  1957,  a  recommended  decision  was  signed  by  Roy  W.  Lennartson, 
Deputy  Administrator,  on  proposed  amendments  to  Order  No.  67.  These  amendments 
were  formulated  from  a  public  hearing  held  August  111  and  15,  1956,  in  South  Bend, 
Indiana.  Anyone  wishing  to  file  exceptions  to  this  decision,  must  do  so  by 
February  19,  1957,  The  amendment  proposes  that  a  new  class  be  made  for  milk 
used  in  cottage  cheese  to  be  called  Class  II.  All  products  that  are  now  Class 
II,  with  the  exception  of  cottage  cheese,  will  hereafter  be  called  Class  III. 
Class  II  prices  will  be  the  basic  formula  price  for  3*5  percent  milk,  plus  70 
cents  per  hundredweight  for  the  months  of  August  through  February  and  plus  U5 
cents  for  all  other  months.  The  original  Class  II  price  will  become  Class  III 
price.  Other  changes  proposed  by  this  amendment  will  have  no  economic  or 
operative  effect  on  the  Order. 

BASE-EXCESS  INFORMATION 


All  producers  on  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  market  will  receive  a  copy 
of  the  base  that  they  established  for  the  base  setting  period  of  September 
through  December  1956,  shortly  after  March  1,  1957.  These  bases  will  be  mailed 
by  March  1,  1957,  and  those  requesting  new  producer  status  will  have  this  re¬ 
quest  written  on  their  card.  New  producer  status  will  not  be  granted  after 
February  l£,  1957,  unless  it  is  a  new  producer  on  the  market. 

NEW  PRODUCER  REQUESTS 


Approximately  10  percent  of  the  producers  have  requested  new  producer  status 
on  this  market,  and  will  be  paid  on  the  following  basis: 

April  delivery  price  77%  at  "base";  23%  at  "excess" 

May  delivery  price  73%  at  "base";  27/S  at  "excess" 

June  delivery  price  7b%  at  "base";  26%  at  "excess" 

July  delivery  price  70%  at  "base";  22%  at  "excess"
